We  know  of  only  two  other  specimens  in 
Mint  State.  One  is  presently  in  a Chicago  collection  (Empire  specimen),  sold 
by  us  in  1957,  and  a specimen  in  a New  Jersey  collection.  The  1804  Quarter 
Uncirculated  far  outstrips  the  1796  in  rarity  and  is  perhaps  the  rarest  Silver 
coin  in  Mint  State.  Practically  every  other  specimen  is  usually  badly  worn. 
This  specimen  is  from  the  Jerome  Kern  Sale  sold  in  1950.  The  original  en- 
velope accompanies  this  coin  as  well  as  our  envelope  describing  this  coin 
from  the  Col.  Green  Collection.  We  originally  sold  the  coin  to  Mr.  Kern  in 
1945.  The  1804  Quarter  Uncirculated  is  unpriced  in  the  Guidebook  and  right- 
fully so  — its  last  appearance  was  in  1957.  It  is  our  opinion  that  this  coin 
should  realize  about  $5,000.00  for  it  is  perhaps  the  last  time  it  will  be  offered 
in  a decade."  This  is  the  description  from  our  Eugene  Gardner  Collection 
where  we  sold  it  in  February  1965. 

Since  that  time  a new  specimen  was  discovered  in  England  and  sold  by 
Lester  Merkin  at  a bid  well  into  five  figures  at  Public  Auction  Sale  early  last 
year.

16  1823  over  22.  Browning  1.  As  are  all.  BRILLIANT  PROOF,  with  magni- 

ficent glittering  surfaces.  Perfectly  centered  and  sharply  struck.  The  over- 
date is  clear  and  sharp  to  the  naked  eye. 

The  pedigree  of  this  coin  reads  like  the  "Who's  Who"  in  Numismatics. 
It  was  discovered  in  Europe  by  the  late  B.  G.  Johnson  of  St.  Louis,  who  later 
sold  it  to  Elmer  Sears.  From  Mr.  Sears  it  passed  into  the  hands  of  Waldo 
Newcomer.  When  the  Newcomer  Collection  was  dissolved  in  1933  this  coin 
went  to  A.  J.  Allen  of  New  Jersey.  George  H.  Hall  of  Pasadena  purchased 
the  coin  from  the  Allen  Collection  when  it  was  sold.  We  purchased  the 
George  H.  Hall  Collection  in  1945  and  sold  this  gem  specimen  to  the  late 
eminent  composer,  Jerome  Kern.  Shortly  after  his  death,  the  collection  was 
offered  for  sale  by  B.  Max  Mehl  where  this  specimen  was  acquired  by  F.  S. 
Guggenheimer.  When  we  handled  the  F.  S.  Guggenheimer  Collection  in 
1953,  Mr.  Miles  made  the  decision  to  acquire  both  this  splendid  1823  Proof 
as  well  as  the  1827  Original,  also  in  the  sale. 

We  are  curious  about  a statement  by  B.  Max  Mehl  in  his  catalog  of 
the  Jerome  Kern  Collection  (Golden  Jubilee  Sale  1950).  We  quote  from  that 
catalog,  "Until  some  twenty  odd  years  ago,  there  were  no  1823  Quarter- 
Dollars  known  in  better  than  Good  condition.  Some  three  or  four  specimens 
in  Mint  condition  were  discovered  in  Europe  and  then  sold  to  various  col- 
lectors here.  I think  I've  seen  all  of  them  and  I can  unhesitatingly  state  that 
this  is  by  far  the  superior  of  any." 

Frankly,  we  think  that  B.  Max  Mehl  erred  somewhere  along  the  line. 
There  is  no  supporting  evidence  to  show  that  a single  Mint  State  specimen 
exists  other  than  this  Proof.  Twenty  years  have  elapsed  since  the  statement 
was  made  and  with  all  the  "Name"  collections  sold  in  that  period,  not  one 
has  come  to  light.  We  are,  therefore,  reasonably  sure  that  this  is  The  Finest 
Known  Specimen,  and  completely  in  a class  by  itself. 

This  specimen  is  of  course  the  R.  L.  Miles,  Jr.  specimen  which  realized 
$11,500.00  at  his  sale.  Today,  with  classic  coins  in  such  great  demand,  it 
would  not  surprise  us  if  this  exquisite  coin  realized  many  times  its  last 
record.  It  is  our  fondest  hope  that  the  purchaser  of  this  coin  will  have  the 
same  idea  as  the  previous  owners  and  buy  both  this  and  the  1827  Original, 
thereby  acquiring  the  only  pair  of  Proofs  in  existence.

In  our  opinion  the  1827  Original  was  probably  made  in  limited  numbers  for  pre- 
sentation. It  was  standard  Mint  practice  to  use  dies  until  they  were  worn  out.  The 
coinage  figures  for  any  given  year  had  to  reflect  the  number  and  value  of  the 
pieces  struck.  The  dating  of  the  coins,  however,  was  the  business  of  the  Coining  De- 
partment and  not  the  Accounting  Department  at  the  Mint.  Coins  were  struck  in 
accordance  with  instructions  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  who  was  in- 
formed of  the  needs  of  the  commercial  world.  There  was  apparently  no  call  for 
Quarters  in  1826  and  none  were  struck.  It  is  reasonably  probable,  therefore,  that 
almost  all  the  4,000  Quarters  recorded  as  being  struck  in  1827  actually  bore  the 
date  1825  because  the  dies  left  over  from  that  year  were  still  in  useable  condition. 

This  coin  is  also  from  the  celebrated  R.  L.  Miles,  Jr.  Collection  (where  it  realized 
$16,000.00)  and  it  is  guite  obvious  that  the  buyer  heeded  our  wishes  and  purchased 
both  this  and  the  1823  Proof  in  the  Miles  Sale.  Again  we  hope  this  "unique  pair 
of  Proofs"  remain  together. 

We  cannot  over  emphasize,  the  importance  of  this  great  rarity.  Late  last  year  an 
1827  Original  realized  $28,000.00  which  we  feel  was  a very  conservative  figure  buf 
it  will  give  the  collector  a better  working  knowledge  of  the  importance  of  Numisma- 
tics in  the  world  of  Fine  Art  Investments.  It  is  without  a doubt  THE  RAREST  SIL- 
VER COIN  ACTUALLY  MADE  IN  THE  YEAR  DATED.  It  is  rarer  by  far  than  the  1804
